EOT, with later 
showings planned. 


After the first series of pic- 


tures. Orbiter will be dropped 
into a lower orbit of the moon— 
28 miles by 1,150 miles above 
the surface—Sunday for its pri- 
mary photographic goal.

treal. Rirh?rd Nixon, former vice presi- 
dent, voiced his views in a special article 
' in V.S. News and World Report. What thev 


said bears repeating and attention by all

?f filiations or views on the methods which 
should be used to allay civil rights strife 
now wracking many parts of the nation, 
including

Mr. Kuhn 
warned 
that those who 


counsel civil disobedience are on a course 


, that could lead to chaos and tyranny, 


pointing out that the cause of freedom also 
carries the burden of responsibility. "We 
hear of self-appointed leaders, both secular 
and religious, proclaiming in all sincerity 


' the philosophy that it is right and proper 
" to obey only the laws he believes to be 


just, that he can with moral impunity 
disobey those he does not believe." he said. 
Mr. Nixon called "the 
deterioration of 


respect for the rule of law" a major 
national problem which can "be traced 
directly to the spread of the corrosive 
doctrine that every citizen possesses an 
inherent right to decide for himself which 
laws to disobey and when to disobey 
them." 


That there will be disagreement with 


laws is certain since some of them, for 


whatever reason, can be inimical to basic 
freedoms and rights of individuals. But, as 
Mr. Nixon says. "... if every man Is to 
decide for himself which to obey and 
which to ignore, the end result is anarchy. 
The way to make good laws is not to break 
bad laws but to change bad laws through 
legitimate means of protest within the 
ambit of constitutional process." 


The process of changing bad laws is not 


often easy but unless this method is used 
in contrast with individual or collective 
choices of what laws to obey or disobey, 
none of us will be immune from the 
virtually certain chaos which will result. 
Laws govern the actions and activities of 
every segment of society. The philosophy 
that one set of laws for one segment can 
be disregarded or be broken with impunity 
without endangering the rights of others 
ignores the delicate and intricate frame- 
work in which a body of law operates and 
which must be used in its entirety to 
provide justice and continuance of those 
rights. Every law broken or disregarded by 
?n individual, acting singly or in unison 
with others, is a corrosive influence which 
cannot help but eat away at the framework 
of a government of laws and not men 
under which the United States has become 
a great nation. As Mr. Nixon said, the 
nation cannot tolerate men who are above 
the law. The end result, as Mr. Kuhn 
pointed out in quoting the late Supreme 
Court Justice Felix Frankfurter, "if a man 
can be allowed to determine for himself 
what is law, this means first chaos and 
then tyranny." 


Vietnamese Views on U. S. Troops 


It well may be that "the gallant people 


of South Viet Nam." as President Johnson 
calls 
them, 
are 
enthused 
about 
the

troops and our determination to win the 
war against the Viet Cong and North Viet 


• Nam. But there are a few indications that

Under a project called the Military 


Civic Action program started two years 
ago. the government of South Viet Nam 
pays compensation of a sort to South 
Vietnamese who have suffered 
injuries 


'. through deaths of relatives or property 
; damage by allied forces in the war. The 
; payments were aimed at soothing South 
* Vietnamese who weren't very happy about 
" whatever government was in control in 
" Saigon in any case. The funds come from 


the South Vietnamese defense budget 
which means that some 43 per cent of it is 
paid by the United States. 


Actually, considering how many, civil- 


- ians have been killed in the war by 
• American or South Vietnamese troops, the 
' claims have not been high. Only some 


6,000 Vietnamese have filed claims and 
will 
be 
paid 
about $1 million. The 


payments are generally quite small, about 
$254 for a relative killed and perhaps half 
of that for someone whose injuries are 
serious. Decisions on payments are made 
locally with at least one American officer 
on the committee. The United States also 
pays claims for non-military damages. In 
the last year and a half these totalled some 
$450.000.

~- effort to end the de facto segregation that 
"still exists in a great many large school 
."systems in both north and south. Since 
most Negroes and other minority groups. 
' such as Puerto Ricans. are concentrated in 
the cities and in particular neighborhoods 
of the cities, the de facto segregation 
exists. In the same way most suburbs have 
£3 residents the affluent who are almost 
always white. The small efforts at bussing. 
generally greatly opposed in white areas. 
have been only a token solution to the 
problem, ' 


One of the proposals which has the 


backing of the new Federal Education 
Commissioner. Harold Howe, is being 


• considered in Atlanta. It would create a 


metropolitan school authority in charge of 
ell schools in Atlanta and its suburbs. And 
vhile concrete plans have not yet been 
developed certainly such a program might 
veil get away from neighborhood schools 
in Negro and white districts. This is the 
basis for the fear in the suburbs where 
many families have moved in an effort to 
offer better opportunities, surroundings 
snd friends to their children. 


To a large extent this idea is an 


illusionary one. Youngsters in the wealth- 
iest of suburbs ha\e been geltinc into 
some senous trouble and the "best" 
families are not necessarily the best 
examples The same sort of snobbery' exists 
among those who send their children to 


• private schools. Admittedly 
they 
are 


sometimes sent for religious or scholastic 


purposes but quite often to meet the right 
people 
or to 
get them 
away 
from 


"common" associates. And private schools 
also have a big problem in trying to keep 
out the rich undesirables. 


However, we must admit to some 


doubts about the effects of trying to mix 
all kinds of youngsters from all kinds of 
homes in large central schools. In general 
we have been in favor of the comprehen- 
sive high school which includes equal 
opportunities for the college bound, the 
vocationally minded, the farm student and 
the girl who will get married the day after 
graduation. But these newly proposed 
central plazas may tend to lower the 
standards of all instead of raising those 
who are now being educationally deprived. 
The mean average does not represent the 
best in our society nor provide the 
leaders. This problem is concerning some 
educators who also fear that students will 
merely 
maintain 
the same clique of 


associates through 12 years of school 
rather than change as they go 
from 


primary to intermediate to secondary 
school. 


It is often pointed out that children 


spend by far the majority of their time in 
school and the influence is great But 
recent 
surveys in some 
fields 
have 


indicated that the home, for better or 
worse, is still the major influence in the 
lives of children at all ages. Mere racial 
balance oi school systems or individual 
school? then is not going to solve all the 
serious problems of discrimination. 


It is important, however, that suburb 


residents acknowledge responsib'lity to 
help solve problems which to some extent 
Ihey have forced upon the core cities by 
Jheir very exodus. This includes the 
serious problems of city schools, often with 
too htlle money and too many students 
from deprived homes.

There are small local 
shows, 4-H shows, saddle club 
shows — Wisconsin Horse 
Assn. shows which are the 
point system shows and this is 
where the state championships 
are determined — state fairs 
— and 3 or 4 shows which are 
of national importance and 
Claim World Championships. 
'These 
are 
all open to 


everyone but it is suggested 
you determine which league 
you want to play in and then 
work and train accordingly. 
Not all horses and riders have 
the qualifications for the big- 
ger shows. And remember — 
each judge sees a horse and 
rider a little differently, thank 
goodness. If you agree to show 
before a certain judge you are 
at his mercy and must accept 
his decision. If you and your 
mount are consistently good 
you can expect to place well 
more often that not. 


If the "general impression 


remains that horse shows are 
just excuses to show off finery 
and emulate Mrs. Jacqueline 
Kennedy," or that they are 
"cowboy carnival types," this 
merely indicates a genuine 
lack of knowledge and under- 
standing. 
Riding, 
properly 


done, is a art and has been 
recognized as such for many 
centuries. Only someone who 
has worked with these animals 
and children and adult riders, 
or been personally interested 
and watched their progress 
through many many hours of 
hard work, through periods of 
many months and years, can 
fully 
appreciate 
the 
great 


accomplishments being dis- 
played before them in the 
show ring. The amount of 
mental discipline and concen- 
tration needed to control these 
h i g h - powered, high-spirited, 
beautiful animals is not to be 
over-looked when just 
the 


slightest touch, of the hand or 
pressure of the leg or touch of 
a crop is a signal for a change 
of speed, direction or gait. 


Mrs. Walter's statement that 


"to some extent horse show 
competition has run into the 
same sort of difficulty that 
plagues the Little League and 
the Cub Scouts — parents" 
may be true in some instances 
but many parents realize the 
all important lesson to be 
learned — "It matters not 
whether you win or lose but 
how you play the game that 
counts." This is some times a 
hard lesson to learn and one 
that many adults missed in 
growing up.

ture, who want to practice the 
virtues of solitude and self- 
reliance in the great outdoors. 


But'these camping sites are 


a monumental contradiction in 
terms, and I wondered what 
pristine values the campers 
found in them. For one thing, 
the tents are crowded upon 
one another, making a kind of 
rustic lenement with no priva- 
cy whatsoever. 


For another, most of these 


people seem to have dragged 
with them all the appurtences 
they are presumably running 
away from — heaters and 
portable TV sets and transis- 
tor radios and elaborate cook- 
ing equipment and a dozen 
other electronic gadgets. 


There has been a tremen- 


dous upsurge in the popularity 
of camping during the Jas't 
decade in America; but ob- 
servers of our national folk- 
ways might note that the 
camping itself has become 
heavily 
urbanized, 
mecha- 


nized, 
and 
depersonalized. 


Nearly every lent I passed 
looked like the show window o! 
an expensive sporting goods 
store. 


And everything js communal 


— the water supply, the 
bottled gas, the shower stalls, 
the organized recreation for 
the kiddies, the nature movies 
tnd hikes through the woods. 


All this may be comfortable 
and informative, but one won- 
ders whether Thoreau would 
have recognized it as anything 
resembling his break with the 
artifacts of society. 


I point out this ironic contra- 


diction not in order to put 
down the people who presum- 
ably enjoy living this way for 
a few weeks in the summer, 
but rather to suggest that 
modern society has become so 
homogeneous that even the 
way in which we "escape" 
from it inevitably partakes of 
the same texture as the mode 
of life we escape from. 


It reminds me of those little 


"unknown" resort places that 
people discover: and as soon 
as they are discovered by 
enough people, those very 
people turn them into replicas 
of the kind of living they 
engaged in at home. Likewise, 
when enough people 
begin 


"camping out" 
the camps 


themselves turn into rural 
ghettos, and refute their own 
original reason for being. 


As another ironic footnote to 


this whole subject, if one 
really wants simplicity and 
seclusion these days — things 
that cost next to nothing in 
Thoreau's time — one must 
pay a great deal to get them, 
in terms of time and travel. 
Only the very rich can afford 
to "get away from it all" in 
any pure sense; the ordinary 
campers have to settle for a 
shoddy imitation, cheek to 
jowl with other sad pretend- 
ers.
